Will Seek Data in Hitherto
Unexplored Region for

New York Museum.
San Francisco, February 20..ThoI completion hero nf arrangements for

the purchase of the Karluk, a 320-ton
steam whaler. disclosed plans of
Vilhje.lmar Stefa nssen, discoverer of
the lilomie Kskimo. for a second ex¬pedition to t lie fur North. Ho will
nail from San Francisco on May 1.
The definite objective of tho ex¬

pedition will lie tli4? unexplored por¬tion of the Arctic Circle north of
Hanks Land. Nearly a score of scien¬
tists will accompany Stefanssen. andthe vessel will he equipped for a thrce-
vear voyage. The data which will be
compiled will be given to the Museumof Natural History of New York and
the American Geographical Society.The Karluk will proceed first to the
Hay of Mercy, northwest of Banks
Land, and will steam thence to the
boundary of Prince Patrick Island. No
white man ever has gums beyond lati¬
tude 75 north In this region.
The explorer was told of tha landwhich he hopes to discover by the

blonde Eskimos in Coronation Gulf.Prince Albert Land. He will searchfor several islands said to be inhab¬
ited by a strange race of natives.

company. There was some disorder fol¬lowing the walkout of the employes.The chief of pol'ce of Hamilton Square,
a suburb of thi? city, swore in abouttwenty-five extra policemen to compelthe strikers to leave the premises ofthe concern.
One of the special policemen hit astriker on the head with a club, knock¬ing him unconscious, because he re¬fused to move cn. lie was revived andsent to his home.

WINS $10,000 YEARLY
FROM BAILEY ESTATE

White Plains. February 20..Execu¬
tors of the estate of Ruth Bouisa
Bailev, widow of James A. Bailey, tlie
circus man, in the Supreme Court, wore
ordered to pay tr» Anna Jsabelle Hut¬
chinson J 10,000 in ten days and $2,-
500 quarterly, the money to come from
the estate. The order was signed l»y
Justice Morschauser and brings to an
'end one of the several actions Mrs.
Hutchinson, sister of Mrs. Bailey, has
started against tlie executors.

In the order Justice Morschauser or¬
ders tlie executors also to pay theni-
selves $25,000 each and an additional
$2.">,000 to Liillie Klizabeth Harper. The
executors, Joseph T. and Theodore J.
McCadden. are brothers of Mrs. lfut-
chinson. and Mrs. Harper is her sis¬
ter.

DOCTOR GETS $5.50;
AN OUNCE FOR DRUG!
New York, February 20.. During the

absence of Assistant District Attorney
Dolehanty, who was in Albany in the
interests of Assemblyman Walter's
Itill regulating the sale of cocaine.
Deputy Assistant iiistrict Attorney
Kdwards continued the prosecution of
l»r. Abraham A. Bevy, alleged cocailie
merchant, before Judge Foster In iScn-
eral Sessions.
"Barney" Callanan, a reformed

"coke" fiend, wiio was convicted beforo
Judge Swnnu three years ago for sell-
ing cocaine, took the stand and re¬
iterated the confession made by him
to Mr. Dolehanty subsequent to his;conviction, in which he. swore lie!
bought the drug from Dr. Bevy. Fol- j
lowing i.'allanan's confession, he. with jKmil Kling, went to Dr. Bevy's home.
No. 07 Fast Third Street, and bought
two one-ounce bottles of cocaine, for
which he paid S5.50 apiece.

Dr. Clarence V. Kkroth, a chemist, Jemployed by the District Attorney's
office, testified that both bottles con- jtninod cocaine and were sealed. Beo
Bazard, an inspector of the. Depart-
nicnt of Health, testified to going into
Bevy's place with ('.'alianan. He said
Dr. Bevy asked "Harney" why he did
not buy three ounces.
"Barney said. 'I'm broke,*" said Ba-

7.ard. "'This fellow (indicating Ba- j7.ard) has the money, and ho won't
trust nie with more.' The doctor said
the 'stuff' would cost $5.50 an ounce,
OalJnnan introduced mo to Dr. Bevy
and said: 'Here's a good customer for
you, doc. lie works up on the West
Side.'" Bassnrd said after the detec-
tives came in and asked Bevy if he
had sold coke without a prescription, j
Levy replied that he had.
"The detectives told him to fork over

the money he had taken for the sales,
adding that tbey would search him if
he didn't," continued Hazard. "Bevy
finally produced three So bills and act¬
ed as though he was going to break
down.

"Don't lock me up. You can ha\e
anything you want, but don't, for Hod's
sake, arrest me. for you'll ruin me if
you do!" Bevy exclaimed, according to
Hazard's testimony.

URGES ARMY INCREASE
Pointed Reference to Military Strength

by French President.
Paris. February 20..Baymond Foln-

care. new President of tho French re¬
public. In a message to Parliament to¬
day made some pointed references to
the necessity of increasing France's
military fores.

After setting forth his conceptions of
the presidency and the necessity for a
firm executive power, he declared:

"It Is impossible for any nation to be
effectively pacific unless it Is always
ready for war. A Trance exposed by
her own fault to defiances or humilia¬
tions would be France no more.

"It would be a crime against elvUl-'
/.alion to allow our nation to dcoreaso
its forces while other nations develop¬
ed theirs without cessation."
